Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 20th January, 1989, Shri Ravindra Kumar, Assis¬ 
tant Commissioner of Police, Ranchi was informed by one 
Shri Charku Tirkey that while he was proceeding towards 
Khatenga Basti via Morhabadi Maidan he was suddenly stop¬ 
ped and surrounded by three persons with daggers and pis¬ 
tols, threatened him to get off his motorcycle and drove 
away on his motorcycle towards Boraya. At once Shri 
Ravindra Kumar directed the City ControT room to chase 
the culprits. On receipt of directions Shri Shivajee Sin^, 
Dy. Supdt. of Police alongwith Shri Suresh Singh, Assistant 
Sub-Insp. left in a jeep while Shri Ravindra Kumar, Asstt. 
Sub-Inspector of Police alongwith his bodyguard Shri Laxmi 
Narain Singh, Havildar Shri S. N. Chauhan. Inspector and 
Shri N. P. Singh, Inspector left in his vehicle. On reaching 
Hochar-Chandwa Road they noticed three miscreants going 
on a red coloured motor cycle hearing No. 7007 who on 
seeing the police following them increased their speed. The 
Police party headed by ASP, Ranchi followed close and ask¬ 
ed the miscreants to surrender but was- replied with indis¬ 
criminate firing, one of which hit Shri . Laxmi Naraih Sin^, 
Havildar resulting in serious injuries to him. Shri Singh 
undeterred with pain and agony shouted aloud and returned 
the fire. In the meantime ASP, Ranchi Shri Ravindra Kumar, 
ASI Shri Suresh Singh all opened fire towards the criminals 
who sustained serious injuries and with no other alternative 
surrendered to the police party. On search, two country 
made pistols with ammunition and a dagger were recover^ 
together with the motor cycle from the criminals. The three 
criminals were identified as Raju, Sanjay Mahto and Basant 
Mahto and were sent to RMCH Hospital for treatment where 
one of them was declared dead by the doctor, Shri Laxmi 
Narain Singh. Havildar was admitted in State Government 
Hospital for treatment. 

In this encounter, Shri Laxmi Narain Singh, Havildar dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

Finding them¬ 
selves apprppriately cornered, the extremists started running 
away while continuing firing at the chasing party. Shri 
Sharma alongwith other party personnel chased the fleeing 
extremists | without caring for the heavy firing from the 
extremists.: This chase continued for about 4-5 Kms. Two 
of the fofir extremists jumped iutp Beas river in order to 
escape into Mand area but they could not swim across and 
were drowned in the river with their rifles. The other two 
extremists were also injured but they managed to escape in 
the Mand area. The dead extremist was later identified as 
Satnam Sin^ alias Satta of village Bharowal.

The third group led 
by Shri Rathore undaunted and determined to apprdiend 
the militants crawled upto the entrance door alongwith his 
party. The first two groups succeeded in entering the 
house and blocked all the escape routes. But the groups 
then reached the first floor almost simultaneously under 
heavily fire from the militants and over-powered one of the 
militants after an armed encounter. Sub-Inspector K. L. 
Thakur and Head Constable Bansi Lai sustained bullet 
injuries while over-powering' and disarming the two hard¬ 
core militants. .-In the meantime, Shri Rathore alongwith 
his party personnel also reached the first floor and jumped 
on the third militant, when he was trying to escape. Thus 
in this operation three militants were apprehended, who 
were later identified as Abdullah Bangroo, Riaz Ahmad 
Hakim and Nazir Hussain Mir alias Irfan.
